KnoxvitLe (Tenn.), July 24.—There 
is scarcely any doubt but that the 
troops will be moved fo Coal Creek 
before noon to-day. Two gatling guns 
will be mounted on flat-cars and thus 
enter Coal Creek, but there is not 
much danger of bloodshed, as the 
miners say not a gun will be fired. 

There is no change in the situation 
this afternoon. The troops still re- 
main in Knoxville, and all is quiet at 
Coal Creek and Briceville. Another 
and final conference will probably be 
held this afternoon between the Gov- 
ernor and representatives of the min- 
ers. Some influential representatives 
of labor organizations advise the min- 
ers to recede from their position rela- 
tive toan armestice sixty days, and 
there is hope of a peaceful solution 
that way. 

Governor Buchanan will not under 
any circumstances geriously consider 
anything which has the appearance of 
a compromising state. 

The opinion of Attorney-General 
Pickle, rendered this morning, with 
regard to the right of the Governor 


undder the law to call out the State 


militia, is to the effect that the Gov- 
ernor cannot call out the militia, but 
they may be used as a posse. This 
is a bad complication of the situation, 
as the militia feel they are under no 
more obligations to serve asa posse 
than are other citizens of the State 
and that it is lowering the dignity of 
the military branch of State service. 
So far as can be seen there is no dan- 
ger of any serious trouble anywhere 
to-day.

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ARIZONA CATTLE TRADE. 


The Prices Steadily Advancing 
and Prospects Good. 

W. C. Land, an Arizona cattleman, 
makes this statement toa correspon- 
dent of the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
erat: “‘ I bave 20,000 head of cattle 
on a range near Tombstone. The 
business is pretty poor this year; in 
fact, there has been no money in it 
for quite a while, the trouble being 
the over-supply of all American mar- 
kets. Things are looking up a little 
now. Prices have gone up $2a head 
in the last twelve months, and for 
next year the outlook is better. This 
improvement is due to the fact that 
the cattlemen have, * a sort of tacit 
combination, killed off large numbers 
of breeding cows and thousands of 
calves. At Kansas City the ship- 
ments have been composed of cows 
to a greater extent than ever before. 
The same thing is true of most of the 
other markets of the United States.“
